The meat depart¬ 
ment, Taylors, is leased out, you know, and will 
remain the same.’’ 

The Howies have a daughter, Pam Pontious,

Picano comes to the store with 25 years of 
experience in the grocery business, having begun 
as a box boy at Vons.

She notes that buying their own store has been 
something they have wanted to do for a long time. 
“We were hoping to have our store and when 
we saw this store, we fell in love with it. It is very 
unique. We are very happy to have the opportunity.’’

Jeffrey Stephen Percell, 30, is still being 
sought by authorities on a no-bail warrant 
for two counts of murder, those of his parents, 
Alice and John Henry Percell. 

Also missing is Mrs. Percell’s cream-colored 
Mercedes, license 2 DCB 722, according to 
Roger Horn, Sheriffs homicide department 
spokesman. 

The Percells were found murdered last 
week in their home at 1980 Liliano, Sierra 
Madre. 

Sheriff’s representatives found the two 
victims in separate bedrooms, Mr. Percell in 
the master bedroom beside tl^ bed and Mrs. 
Percell in another bedroom on the bed. Both 
had been gagged, bound at their feet and wrists 
and had numerous gun shot wounds to the 
head. They had been dead for between 24 and 
48 hours. 

Funeral services were held last Wednesday 
at Sierra Madre Congregational Church with 
Rev. Dick Anderson in charge of the services. 

Jeffrey Percell was last seen m week -ago 
Tuesday at 8:30 a.m. at his parents’ home 
when Sierra Madre Police Officer Lance Long 
went to the home to investigate the where¬ 
abouts of the Percells. Percell’s employer, the 
owner of Monterey Meat Co. in Monterey 
Park, had called the local police when Mr. 
Percell did not show up for work so the police 
began an investigation. 

Long said that Jeffrey Percell told Long 
that his mother had taken his father to the hos¬ 
pital and that everything was all right. The 
younger Percell had a five-day’s growth 
of whiskers on his face. 

When police went back later that day, 
no one was home.

Under these cir¬ 
cumstances we know that what they are afraid 
of most is world opinion and criticism of their 
tyranny. Here we can see the effective role of 
the Amnesty Intemational movement encour¬ 
aging the oppressed. Your efforts and prayers 
saved my life, and thanks to your support, 1 
can have an opportunity to live as a human 
being.”

Anuiesty Intemational is a worldwide move¬ 
ment which is independent of any government, 
pt^tkal faction, ideology, economic interest or 
rdigious creed. Amnesty International works 
specifically for: 

• The release of prisoners of conscience-men, 
women and childen imprisoned for their beliefs, 
color, sex, ehtnk origin, language or religion, 
provided they have neither used nor advocated 
vit^nce; 

• Fair and prompt trials for all political prisoners; 

• An end to torture and execution in all cases. 
Within the last month, Pasadena High School 

has discovered the work of Amnesty International 
and the meaning of the above mandate. Since its 
formation PHS’s Amnesty chapter has been a 
great success. Through writing appeals and Tiling 
petitions on behalf of prisoners of conscience, the 
student members have realized their very real power 
in defending human rights and stopping violations 
thereof. 

The first lunchtime meeting of the group 
packed faculty advisor Camilla Tosney’s classroom 
with 40 to SO people — an impressive turnout 
for a PHS organization. Perhaps this indicates 
that this generation has found its conscience and 
maybe can eradicate the contagious apathy that has 
aff^ed young people since the end of the Vietnam 
conflict. 

A majcM’ difference between the work of Anmesy 
International today,gad4ba«acta^f«,thf children of 
the ’60 b is that then it was a time of idealism and 
OfMiminn. The ’80s are a time of far more cynicism 
a^ pessimism, yet through Amnesty International 
one sees a way to combat the injustices and frustra¬ 
tions of today’s world with practical and effective 
means. 

So far. Amnesty at PHS has participated in three 
campaigns. First, the members wrote letters to Soviet 
lead^ Gorbachev conunending his human rights 
work and encouraging him to continue by releasing 
all prisoners of conscience still being detained. Next, 
the group acted on an appeal on behalf of five 
prisoners held without charge for illegally long periods 
of time in Turkey. Throughout its existence the 
group has worked with the rest of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national on its Human Rights Now! campaign. 
This campaign consists mainly of adding millions of 
signatures to the Universal Declaration of Human 
' Rights. This document outlines basic rights necessary 
to lead a full life. It was ratified Dec. 10, 1948 
by many countries of the United Nations, Dec. 10, 
1948 by many countries of the United Nations, but 
has not yet been widely respected. 

On Nov. 4, the group sold chocolate chip 
cookies (for 25 cents, the cost of a stamp) and 
garnered many signatures during a lunchtime club’s 
festival. In the future Amnesty at PHS hopes to hold 
a noajor activity on Dec. 10, which is International 
Human Rights Day. Also, the group will continue 
with its letter-writing appeals for prisoners of 
conscience. 

Hopefully, the students of Pasadena High School 
win gain from their involvement in Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional knowledge of the importance of human rights 
and the abolition of human rights violations. Also, 
these people can add to the awareness that is necessary 
to make Amnesty’s work effective and realize 
tht a letter really can save someone from torture 
or execution. And finally the students can under¬ 
stand the important idea that is summed up by 
Amnesty Intemational activist and popular singer/ 
musician Peter Gabriel in his song “Biko” about 
South African nuurtyr Steven Biko: 

“You can blow out a candle, but you can’t 
blow out a fire, once the flame begins to catch, 
the wind will blow it higher...”

The California Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles 
suggests a personalized 
license plate instead of 
the usual perfume, neck¬ 
tie or bathrobe. 

DMV’s Environmental 
License Plate (ELP) 
program allows anyone 
to order a personalized 
licence plate as a gift 
for a friend or relative. 
The plates usually take 


about six to eight weeks 
to process and deliver, 
so DMV advises that 
they should be ordered 
now to be available for 
holiday giving. Or a gift 
certificate can be pur¬ 
chased and recipients can 
create their own person¬ 
alized messages. 

The license plates 
cost $36 in addition 
to regular registration 
charges and an extra $20 
each time the motor ve¬ 
hicle registration is 
renewed.

Two area attileles participate in Paraiympics 


Two area athletes, 
whose hackgrounds are 
worlds ^MTt but whose 
physical handicaps have 
brought them together 
with conunoa goals, were 
among over 3000 partici¬ 
pants from 65 countries 
in the Paralympics held 
in Seoul, Korea. 

Mike Parson, a TemiA; 
City resident, and Rick 
Hoang, native of 
Saigon who now lives 
in San Gabriel, describe 
the Paralympics as 
“totally awesome.” 

Before going to Seoul, 
they had concerns that 
the Paralympics might 
be a “left-over Olymi^.” 

“Not so,” said Parson, 
who added that they 
were treated like first- 
class athletes. 

Hoang, who couldn’t 
find the words to 
describe the exper¬ 
ience, said, ”The 
feeling is still in my 
head; 1 just can’t say 
it.” 

Parson, whose right 
leg was amputed below 
the knee following a 
nighttime mortar attack 
in Vietnam 18 years ago. 
placed fifth in the 400 
meter and came in with 
the ninth fastest time 
in the 200 but did not 
qualify for the finals. 

Parson says he was dis¬ 


couraged with his times, 
but that a strained thigh 
muscle hurt his 
perfomumce. 

This former track star 
froth MiraCosta High 
Sdiool and El Camino 
Junior College always 
dreamed of running 
in the Olympics. Seven¬ 
teen yers after the am¬ 
putation when an im¬ 
proved prosthesis was 
available, his dream 
came true. He started 
training almost two years 
ago at Arcadia High 
School’s track with Ho¬ 
ang whom he contacted 
after he could outrun his 
children, now numbering 
six, ages IS months to 
IS years. 

Hoang, born in Saigon 
just seven months after 
Parson was wounded 
just outside Saigon, had 
come to the United States 
by himsdf as a 13 year 
old, moving around 
with sponsors before 
landing in Rosemead 
for his year in high 
school. 

He was interested in 
playing football, and the 
coach was interested 
in training Hoang to be 
a receiver, so had 
him run track. 

Then he transferred to 
Temple City High where 
he was a member of the 
graduating Class of 1988. 


Hoang’s football career 
was cut short because he 
had to have his right 
arm amputated. While 
working in a laudromat 
during his junior year, 
he slipped and fell, 
catching his arm in a high 
speed dryer. 

Though there didn’t 
appear to be a future 
in football, Hoang 
didn’t let his physical 
disability stop him from 
competing in track. As 
a senior and the second 
fastest runner on Temple 
City’s varsity team, he 
made it to the CIF pre¬ 


lims. 

He was disappointed 
in his performance at 
the Paralympics, hut an 
injured ankle priot to the 
competition which was 
rdnjured in Korea, affect¬ 
ed his results in six 
events, realizing just a 
bronze medal in the 440 
relay. 

For the last two years 
he and Parson have 
become good friends, 
pushing, encouraging 
and motivating one 
another as they train 
for the U.S. Amputee 
Athletic Association’s

National Championship. 
Hoang says that expenses 
may force him to skip 
the 1989 Nationals to be 
held in Nashville, Tenn. 
in May and to concen¬ 
trate on the 1992 Para¬ 
lympics in Barcelona, 
Spain. However, this 
spring he hopes to 
compete on Pasadena 
City College’s track team, 
particularly in his favorite 
event, the long jump. 
“The feeling of flying in 
the air . . . awesome.” 
exclaims Hoang. 

Since his return from 
Vietnam, Parson earned 
a degree in history and 
Latin American studies 
from CalState Dominguez 
Hills and a Master’s in 
education, then took a 
subbatical from his nine- 
year career as director of 
the Institution of 
Religion in Pasadena to 
get a law degree from 
Southwestern University 
School of Law, He took 
the bar exam in July and 
now is waiting the re¬ 
sults to decide what 
the future might hold for 
him. 

Meanwhile both athletes 
can be seen working out 
at Arcadia High and 
taking part in the “able- 
body” events (such as 5K 
and lOK runs) to stay in 
training.

Tips, Tales A Tantalizers 


It was in 1886 when Henry Ford completed 
his prototype of the Model T. Soon the roads 
became littered with automobiles, each with 
its own idea of who had the right-of-way.

Of course, there were police officers who 
were brave enough to stand in the middle of 
an intersection and try to coordinate traffic, 
however, they too became a hit-and-miss affair. 

Then the Salt Lake City Police depart¬ 
ment’s head of traffic squad, Lester Farns¬ 
worth Wire, decided it was time for a traffic 
lamp.

5:15). Wire used two Mazda lamps, painted red 
and green, and set them on a 10-foot pole 
the middle of Main and Second streets. They 
worked - which made the traffic policemen 

very happy. . ... 

However, it was much later when the third 

addition of the amber lamp was introduced. 
It met a lot of opposition because it seemed 
that drivers approaching the amber light didn 
know whether to slow down for the upcoming 
red light or to accelerate to try to avoid the 
red light. Which just shows you that even m the 

late 19805 , some things never change!
